Strange Story Slowly Developing 1 , 
out of ihe Killing of 
John Bray. 



Van A nil a Smelter Proposition 
Finds Favor With the 
City Council. 



(Prom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Vancouver, April 27.— John Bray, the 
man murdered near Vancouver, is from 
Toronto. He was the advance guard of 
u party of six Yukoners. City report- 
ers have done much to clour up the 
mystery connected with this affair. Two 
men a month ago enticed Bray to u 
lonely spot and shot him, their motive 
being robbery. Bray actually wandered 
around with three bullets in bis head. 
His wounds made him crazy and he was 
locked up in the city jail. From there 
he was taken to the city hospital, but 
strange to say the wounds in bis head 
were not discovered. He was dis- 
charged from thi,H institution nnd wau- 
dereil to the shack mentioned where he 
died from his injuries. Bray appears to 
have made one friend in town, a man 
named Morgan. Morgan identifies Bray 
and his description of the assailants 
given the police n clew.

'There would be little difficulty in 
either case in the projectors' obtaining 
a land concession of sufficient acreage 
ll the <-asie.it of terms.- It. is certain, 
on the other hand, that the smelter can- 
not be built within the city, no suitable 
being available. There are, how- 
ever, not far from the city, sites where 
there is no population to complain; and 
where the laud being wild and also 
poor, damage to vegetation would be 
nominal only.

Philippine Islands Likely to Be Scene of First 
Important Conflict. 



Washington, April 27.— The war situ- 
ation is substantially this: 'The blockad- 
ing squadron remains passive before Ha- 
vana with no present purpose of bom- 
barding or of drawing the fire of the 
shore batteries. The strategic purpose 
of effective blockade of .the Cuban capi- 
tal is being accomplished to the satis- 
faction of the authorities. There is no 
indication that a part of the licet will 
be withdrawn for the purpose of effect- 
ing additional protection to North At- 
lantic ports. As to the reports of im- 
minence of a naval buttle off the Philip- 
pines the naval authorities here seriously 
doubt whether the Spanish fleet will 
make a stand against the American 
ships. The reason for this belief is that 
the Spanish fleet is very inferior in num- 
ber and quality to the American force 
under Admiral Dewey. The department 
therefore is satisfied that the Spanish 
fleet will not go to battle on the high seas 
With Admiral Dewey, but will remain in 
port to secure the protection of the bat- 
teries of Manila, and the department iH 
not expecting an engagement for about 
two days. 

Without giving any explanation for the 
tatoment the department allows it to be 
surmised that this estimate is based on 
its knowledge of Admiral Dewey's 
whereabouts. There is no certainty that 
there will be an engagement at all in the 
immediate future, the main purpose of 
the American expedition being to seize 
and hold some suitable Spanish territory 
in the Philippines as a base of opera- 
tions in Asiatic waters. It is possible 
that this can be done'without attacking 
the other fleet at all. by seizing a suit- 
able point on some adjacent island with- 
out fortification, the sympathies of whose 
inhabitants are towards the insurgents. 

No word had come to the department 
up to the close of office hours of the ar- 
rival of the Montserrat at Cieufuegos. 
The officials are inclined to believe that 
if she has gotten in that port she did so 
before the blockade of Cieufuegos had 
begun. 

The very fact that the Madrid officials 
have rather ostentatiously declared that 
(he Spanish lleet had sailed to bombard 
tin; cities on the North Atlantic const is 
taken as a certain indication at the navy 
department' of the utter improbability of 
such a movement. If this were contem- 
plated the Spanish officials would be the 
very last to make their purpose public. 
ENCOUNTERS OFF CUBA. 

Havana, April 27. — Dispatches from 
Matanzas say an American torpedo boat 
destroyer has twice entered the port of 
Matanzas. • The second time, it is said, 
six shots were fired at her and were re- 
turned. 

The Spanish gunboat Ligera, it is an- 
nounced here, encountered the Cayople- 
dra not far from Matanzas. an American 
torpedo boat destroyer, which opened tire 
on the Spanish warship. The gunboat, it 
is said, answered with eleven shots. It 
it claimed the American destroyer was 
damaged and retreated. 

EVENTS ON THE ISLAND. 

Havana, April 27.— The situation hero 
today is one of expectation and quiet, 
patriotic gay enthusiasm combined with 
a desire upon the part of the Spaniards 
for the opening of real hostilities. 

It is officially announced that the in- 
surgent brigadier-general Mnsso has been 
authorized to form a division of natives 
to fight against the United States

The 
arrival of the steamer Aviles from 
Nen vitas is also reported. 

The Spanish steamer Monserrntt, from 
Cadiz on April 10, via Ens Palraas on 
April 13, for Havana, has arrived it i» 
announced safely at Cieufuegos. She 
hud on board three millions in silver and 
a quantity of ammunition. 

TO SCOUR THE PACIFIC. 

Madrid, April 27.— There is a re- 
port In circulation that some of the 
Spanish, cruisers now gathered about 
Manila will be used later to scour the 
Pacific and destroy American commerce 
in those waters. 

THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

London, April 27.— Special dispatches 
from Gibraltar liled to-day were received 
hero this evening. They announce that 
the Spanish battleship Pelayo, aqcom- 
I anied by a Spanish torpedo bout, was 
passing the rock at the time the mes- 
sages were filed, bound Tor Cadiz. In, 
the same hour two Spanish torpedo bouts 
were at unclror in the bay of Algiers 
adjoining Gibraltar and apparently 
watching the straits. 

Gibraltar, April 27, (8:15 p.m.)— All 
day long a Spanish warship and a tor- 
pedo boat destroyer have been cruising • 
ill the Straits of Gibraltar, evidently on 
the lookout for vessels currying the Am- 
erican Hag. Late this afternoon the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer anchored off Ceutn, 
Morocco, opposite Gibraltar. The war- 
ships proceeded westward. 

THE PHILIPPINES. 

Londohi April 27.— According to a 
special dispatch received to-day from 
Madrid, the Spanish minister of marine, 
Admiral Berincjo has received a cipher 
message from the Spanish admiral iu 
command at Manila, Admiral Mortojo, 
announcing 'that after taking measures 
necessary to organize the naval defences 
of Manila and Gavito, he is about to 
sail with a squadron to take up a position 
to await the coming of the United States 
fleet. The Spanish minister of marine 
the dispatch continues, forthwith com- 
municated with Premier Sagnsta, who- 
summoned the minister of war, Gen. 
Correa. The three ministers held a con- 
ference. Shortly afterwards another 
dispatch arrived from the captain-gen- 
eral in the Philippines, detailing the 
military measures taken to support the- 
DCtion of the Spanish squadron to do- 
fend Manila, Govdtd and other places; 
against the American attempts to land 
to form a combination with the insurg- 
ents. The news soon reached the clubs 
and newspapers and created a sensation. 

Berlin, April 27. — The idea that the 
Americans might blockade the Philip- 
pine islands lnls caused great uneasi- 
ness in Hamburg, -where it is remarked 
that the blockade would damage Eng- 
lish and German interests far more than 
Spanish. Of the thirty-three great trad- 
ing houses at Manila, only five are Span- 
ish, 11 being German, and 12 English. 
From February Iti to March 11 last, of 
the 70 vessels that entered MuhUa har- 
bor, four were Spanish. Firms interest- 
ed intend to appeal to the German gov- 
ernment. 

New York, April 27.— A dispatch to the 
Herold from Hongkong says: O. T. Wil 7 
Hums. American consul at Manila, who 
arrived here on the steamer Esmeralda, 
says he is delighted to escape, and im- 
mediately joined CommqdorV; Dewiey; 
He says the people of Manila are wild- 
ly excited, fearing that they will be be- 
tween two lires, the American squadron 
and the insurgents. Two days before 
he left, the Spanish cruiser Castillo, ar- 
rived. She is a wooden vessel of the old 
type, three masts, bark rigged, one 
smokestack. She had aboard a cargo 
of miscellaneous war ship supplies, in- 
(Contlnucd on Page Two.)

A Story That Dominion Officials, 
Have Unfairly Located for 

Their Friends. 



The Towusite of Dawson and All 
Islands in Vicinity Recently 
Staked. 



(From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, April 27.— The Pakshan, 
arriving thin afternoon, lias on board 
three men direct from Dawson— J. Dan- 
iels and B. S. Philips, ol Seattle, and 
,T. Deland, of Kansas City. They left 
Dawson on March 30, and say that 
they will be the last to come out over the 
trail this seusou. The party had two 
dog trains and made the trip almost 
light, in the fast time of twenty-one days 
to tide water. Owing to the fact that 
many streams are open and that the 
trail was bare of snow they had a hard 
time of it and encountered many perils. 

Daniels and Phillips tell a marvellous 
Story of the richness of Klondike and 
say that the output at the lowest will 
be" $20,000,000. A newspaper man just 
before they left made a tour of the 
camps and estimated the output at be- 
tween §30,000,000 and $40,000,000. 

The Seattle men confirm the story of 
a rich find on Monte Cristo, a very small 
island below Kmsley creek, and 10 miles 
above Dawson. At bedrock, 43 feet, the 
dirt was paying $8.00 to the pan. The 
discovery was made by two Swedes, but 
when they went to record their claims 
Mining Inspector McGregor and Itegis- 
trar Wade, so it is stated, declared they 
would have to inspect the location. When 
the oftieers reached the island, it is al- 
leged, they staked out for themselves 
and their friends four teen claims which 
took up nearly all the available ground. 
Siuce then all the islands near Dawson 
have been staked. 

Just before the party left gold was dis- 
covered right in Dawson and the town- 
site was being staked. Hich dirt found 
near the junction of Bonanza creek and 
the Yukon caused the staking. 

Neither Daniels nor Phillips brought 
out much gold, but they have enough 
nuggets and gold dust to last them for 
i\ time. They say they have succeeded 
beyond most sanguine expectations. 
Daniels has claims on Dominion and 
Hunker, which he says will enrich him. 

Dr. Caldwell and It. Caldwell have 
claims on Sulphur, Hunker and Hender- 
son and remained working them. Lieut, 
Joslyn, Daniels says, is doing well as a 
mining broker, and Will Ewing had just 
left on a stampede to Henderson. Cant 
B. Olson has got a lay on Cowley claim 
22, above Bonanza, as also has A.' Byers, 
W. D. Coiner has gone to American ter- 
ritory. F. E. B. Smith and Martin 
Harris have rich claims on Sulphur 
creek and are working them. 

A new strike was made on 49-creek, a 
tributary of Bonanza, just before the 
party left Walsh creek is declared a 
fraud. 

Dawson has plenty of provisions. r;iil- 
hps says the Yukon will be open for 
navigation about the first week in May. 
The sun was blistering hot in Dawson 
when they left. The "Montana Kid" 
was met 75 miles from Dawson. 

Major Walsh is still at Lake Bennett.

FOOD BECOMING DEAR. 

London, April 27— There !s much spec- 
ulation throughout England and on the 
continent as to the effect of the wi.r on 
the prieea of wheat and bread. M. 
Meline, the French Premier, yesterday 
reported to the cabinet that there was 
no need of anxiety. He said that in ad- 
dition to existing stocks large quantifies 
of grain and flour were en route to 
France, to say nothing of the abundant 
harvest in Algeria and Tunis. 

At Home the price of bread shows a 
further advance, the cheapest quality of 
bread selling at fourpence. At the en- 
hanced rates for bread the situation is 
becoming more serious. It now Affects 
many farmers, who also refuse to sell 
waiting for better prices. 

The Leeds Corn Miller.-,' association 
rurther advanced the price of flour, mak- 
ing the rise five shillings for tin; week. 

Other markets show the following in- 
creases: Ashford, 2 shillings; Bristol, 3 
shillings; Liverpool, 6d. to 0d. per cen- 
tal ;and Dublin, 7 shillings per quarter. 

It is nnnoimccd from Cavo, France, 
that two United States monitors cap- 
tured two schooners loaded witJi coal, 
but discovering that they were German 
vessels they were released.

sooner sink at his mooring than surren- 
der his ship. He moored his ship at the 
entrance to the harbor. Taking the guns 
from one side, of the ship, he placed them 
in the emplacements on Corregidor is- 
land, and on tin; other side of the harbor. 
1 1 is officers and crew declared that they 
will die at their guns. 

Twenty-five thousand native insurg- 
ents are encamped outside Manila ready 
to rush upon the Spaniards as soon as 
the American fleet appears. All the Am- 
ericans except one are now out of Man- 
ila, many taking refuge aboard merch- 
ant shins. All American ships except 
the Great Admiral, also got away. Eu- 
ropeans who remain at Manila tire fear- 
ful of outrages by the insurgents. 

London, April 27. — The Hongkong cor- 
respondent of the Times says: The Am- 
erican Heet, headed by the flagship 
Olympia, sailed at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon (Wednesday), direct for Manila. 
The British cruiser Immortal ite will fol- 
low the American squadron. 

HEADING FOR BOSTON. 

Bayonne, France, April 27. — Mail ad- 
vices from Madrid dated yesterday say 
that a Spanish squadron sailed yester- 
day and it was rumored that it was go- 
ing to bombard the northern ports of the 
United States. The port, of departure 
was not given. 

U. S. SHIP CAPTUKED. 

Madrid, April 27.— To-night Madrid is 
absolutely unmoved. . The capture of the 
American steamer Saranic by a Spanish 
gunboat near Manila caused a moment- 
ary excitement but the town is expect- 
ant of the resut of the action likely to 
occur off the Philippines and awaits the 
outcome with perfect confidence. 
HAYTI'S POSITION. 

Port au Prince, April 27— The Hay- 
tiun government is somewhat worried by 
the obligations of the treaty with the 
United States fearing that a fulfilment 
of articles 5, 30 and 32 would invite 
a Spanish attack. United States Min- 
ister W. F. Powell, it is said, has assur- 
ed the government that America will 
exact the obligations of the treaty, and 
has demanded that no 'shelter shall be 
given a privateer under any circum- 
stances. Spain not having equal treaty 
privileges with the United States, ail 
opposite course. Mr. Powell concludes, 
must necessarily be regarded by the 
United States as an unfriendly act." The 
government is will disposed to America 
and will probably acquiscce. The French 
minister has intimated to the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press that he 
expects European intervention in the 
war between the United States and 
Spain. 

MINOR ' INCIDENTS. 

The Portuguese state council meets 
to-day in order to decree the neutrality 
of Portugal during the war. 

A despatch received nt Paris from Rio 
Janeiro announced that the dynamite 
cruiser Nictheroy, purchased by the 
United States, sails northward on Satur- 
day, escorted by a Brazilian warship. 

The torpedo boat Gushing is on her 
way north in order that repairs may be 
made to her starboard engine which is 
wrecked as the result of an attempt to 
show off her fine qualities by naval 
cadet. Boyd, who was temporarilv in 
charge. The repairs, which will take 
about a month, will probably be done 
at the Norfolk navy yard. 

Advices received in Newfoundland 
from English and Spanish agents of mer- 
cantile firms there indicate that the 
Spanish fleet from Cape Venk is likely 
to appear first in that locality, hoping 
to obtain coal.

He said this was a truly Am- 
erican way of treating his challenge. 

The navy department has made no ar- 
rangements for the enre of prisoners 
Liken by American warships but the 
officers of the department think they will 
bo sent to the Boston naval prison.

The Spanish torpedo boat destroyer 
Audaz has arrived at Ferrol, after 
steaming 000 miles in thirty-one hours.

• Soiiichees Reserve Must Revert to 
the Province when the In- 
dians Are Removed. 



lion'. Mr. Bcaven and Other Old Op- 
tion- nts Favor the Action Taken 
hy the Premier. 



A representative meeting of citizens 
hist evening endorsed the action of the 
provincial government in declining the 
offers of the Dominion government for 
the removal of the Songhees reserve and 
culling upon the government to preserve 
provincial rights. The meeting was an 
adjourned one, having been called to 
protest against the action of the provin- 
cial government in refusing the oilers of 
the Dominion government. The tallies 
were completely turned and an amend- 
ment was passed suggesting the appoint- 
ment of a commission to bring about the 
removal of the Indians. 

His Worship upon taking the chair 
read a letter from Hon. Mr. Turner, 
regretting his inability to attend on ac- 
count of the very important legislation 
demanding his whole attention at pre- 
sent. 

The chairman also read the resolution 
introduced at the last meeting, asking 
the government to agree to the proposi- 
tion of the Dominion government respect- 
ing the. Songhees reserve and announced 
that the subject was again open for dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. II. D. Helmcken, M.P.P., was the 
first speaker and said that it was not 
reasonable to expect the Premier to lie 
present after the long session through 
which he had sat. lie wished it dis- 
tinctly understood that he was not 
speaking to the resolution; the matter 
was one, he held, that politics should not 
enter into. The speaker went through 
the correspondence at some length, 
starting with the agreement entered into 
with the Indians by the Colonial gov- 
ernment, reserving certain lands for 
their use. He quoted from a number 
of letters from the Imperial authorities, 
pointing out the desirability of dealing 
liberally with the Indians, particularly 
in respect to their reserves. The early 
legislatures bad taken the same view of 
the matter, taking measures to prevent 
the encroachment upon the reserves by 
the white settlers. The speaker pointed 
out a case where in the Dominion gov- 
ernment had disallowed an act, which 
dealt unfairly with the Indians. Sir 
John Thompson also had disallowed an 
-■'Mt dealing with the game laws of the 
Northwest, as it was an infringement 
of the rights of the Indians. Many 
other eases were quoted, showing the 
solicitude of the authorities for the wel- 
fare of the Indians. 

There was no one who was more dis- 
appointed at the failure of the negotia- 
tions for the settlement of the Songhees 
reserve question. The only wav he could 
.see out of the difficulty was to give the 
commission a trial and he had introduc- 
ed a resolution in the house asking that 
the commission be allowed to go on with 
their work. It also give the government 
:ii:_ opportunity of explaining their po- 
sition. Most of the negotiations were 
carried on in person and no doubt much 
transpired at the meetings that has not 
come out in the correspondence. The 
land had been set apart for the Indians 
and because the number of Indians had 
•decreased it was no reason why it should 
lie taken away from them. The govern- 
ment contended that the value of the land 
had been enhanced by .others 'than Indi- 
ans. If so it was by the citizens of Vic- 
toria and he was sure the citizens did 
not wish to deal with them unfairly. He 
also contended that the Indians had" done' 
much for the city, the Indians obtaining 
their supplies from the Victoria merch- 
ants. A settlement, he held, could be 
obtained without going into the title 
of the Indians. The Srst point was to 
obtain the consent of the Indians and 
he was sure there would be no trouble 
in treating with them if they are fairly 
■ dealt with. The Indians knew the value 
of the land and they want its equivalent 
and getting that they are willing to 
leave. They are perfectly .satisfied as 



long as they know that they are being 
fairly treated. Knowing this a commis- 
sion of three men could easily make an 
honorable and equitable settlement of 
the question. The Indians must be plac- 
ed in thc"sarue ■ condition "oh" the hew re* 
serve as they are at present on the 
Songhees reserve. Very often Indians 
called on him to complain that they could 
not: get the few articles that they needed, 
but these were always supplied upon re- 
quest. It scented hard, however, that 
the members of a tribe to whose credit 
¥11,000 stood, should be forced to beg 
fur what they were entitled to. 

.Mr. Helmcken said he could not be 
expected to discuss the resolution, an- 
ticipating the stand that the government 
would take. All he desired was that the 
Indians should be fairly dealt with, lie 
would have liked to have seen the <iucs- 
tion settled when Mr. McKonna was 
here. The Dominion government showed 
by their actions that they were anxious 
to settle the question and with Senators 
Mucdtmidd and Templeman taking an in- 
terest in it there should be no difficulty 
in reaching a solution. lie would do 
all in his power to bring about a set- 
tlement. (Applause.) 

Mr. Belyeti asked Mr. Helmcken if he 
out prejudicing the local government's 
could say why the provincial government 
had refused the offer of Mr. Mclveumi 
to remove the Idians within a year with- 
out pcrjudicing the local government'" 
right to the land.

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Mr. Bclyea wanted to know whether 
Mr. Helmcken considered the offer a fair 
< ne. It provided lor the removal of the 
Indians within twelve month, the ques- 
tion of the ownership of the land to be 
settled afterwards. 

Mr. Helmcken considered the offer 
satisfactory one, if the question could be 
settled on that basis. 

Hon. Robert Heaven thought all wer 
agreed that it was desirable in the ii 
terest of tin? Indians and the pepole u 
\ letoria that the Indians .should have 
more suitable home, but when they nr 
removed it, yliDUld be on terms satisfac- 
tory to the Indians. The question com 
men'ced with the license given to tin 
Hudson Hay Company to trade exclu- 
sively with the Indians of Vancouver 
Island. Later all the land on the is- 
land was given to the company with the 
understanding that they should settle 
whites on the hind. Still later the is- 
land was takan from the company and a 
governor was appointed. At that time 
most of the Indians resided at Cttdboro 
Hay, but Governor Douglas induced 
many of them to move to the Songhees 
reserve, so that the company could bet- 
ter trade with them. One of the first 
acts of the legislative assembly was to 
address the Governor in respect to the 
Indian reserve, asking that the Indians 
he removed to a more, .suitable place, the 
proceeds of the sale of the present re- 
serve to, be devoted to the improve- 
ment of VlctO-in harbor and city. Gov- 
ernor Douglas thought the better plan 
was to put the revenue in the hands of 
commissioners ami lease sections of the 
land. This was done, those holding the 
leases being given to understand that the 
monies paid by them should be devoted 
to improving the harbor. The lands of 
the province finally passed into the 
hands of the crown as represented by 
the provincial legislature. The Indian 
reserves were \ ested in the crown in the 
same way, the Dominion government 
simply holding them in trust for the In- 
dians. An agreement made between the 
two governments and made law by the 
legislature provides that if more land is 
required for the Indians it should be pro- 
vided by the province and if the reserves 
are decreased the land shall revert to the 
province, the province to pay for any 
improvements made. The Dominion 
government ask that the province hand 
the reserve over to the Dominion; 19 
acres to be sold and the proceeds to be 
used to pay the expense of removing the 
Indians, tin? balance of the proceeds of 
the sale of the reserve to be provided 
for the use of the Indians. This he did 
not consider a fair proposition as the 
laud if the" reserve was removed would 
revert to the province, who had 
never disposed of their right to it. The 
Indians should certainly be removed for 
the benefit of the Indians and the city 
of'Victoria. It was a strange fact that 
when he first brought the question up 
the strongest opposition came front the 
pepole of Victoria. The Dominion gov- 
ernment derives a large income from the 
Indians, the Indians being large con- 
sumers of dutiable goods and the duty 
of caring for them devolved upon' the 
Dominion government. He opposed the 
resolution contending that the province 
was well able to take care of their own 
affairs. The land had never passed oul 
of the hands of the province and should 
not be al'nw .1 to. If the Indians are 
removed ti e 'and should be leased and 
not sold. JLiie .$11.0110 standing to the 
credit of the Songhees reserve he con- 
tended belonged rightly to the provincial 
government. 

Colonel Gregory held that the question 
of importance was whether the Indians 
lioulil be removed, the history which 
had been related being in his opinion 
aside from the question. There was 110 
loubt that the reserve was vested in the 
province. The Indians could not alien- 
ate it, the Dominion government Miuhl 
not do so and the provincial government 
ould not do so until the Indians have 
been removed. He contended that tie. 
local government would not carry out the 
negotiations as they were desirous of 
dealing with the land. It did not mat- 
ter who had the selling of the laud as 
the money would be deposited in court 
and the courts would decide who was 
entitled to it. 1 - vl . ■ 

Mr. A. L. Helyea was anxious to have 
the Indians removed and the land 
thrown' into the'. fciry,' but the Indians 
should he fairly dealt, with. Hi; dis- 
sented from the resolution and the pro- 
position of Mr. McKenna, for. in doing 
so the people practically said to the 
Dominion govermelit you sell the land 
11ml give us the rest. The land belonged 
to the provincial government and they 
should stand up for their rights. The 
local government should remove the In- 
dians and then take tin; land. He moved 
the following amendment to the original 
resolution: '•That thlk meeting favors 
a commissioner to consider the whole 
question of the removal 1 of Songhess In- 
dians from the reserve within the limits 
of the City of Victoria, and to the best 
method in the public interests of dispos- 
ing of the lands in question." 

Ml". Helyea said, as to the 10 acres 
said to have been given to the 10. <!c X. 
Co.. if it was a fact, the men who had 
given the company the land, should be 
made to answer to the people. He was 
bound to agree with the local govern^ 
incut in declining to allow the Domin- 
ion government to deal with lands be- 
longing to the province. 

Mr. .T. S. Yates seconded the amend- 
ment, and it: was carried on a vote of 
45 to li.S, many not voting.

The present month will see the comple- 
tion of tiie work so far authorized on the 
improvements of the city water supply at 
Hi aver lake. That means that the reser- 
voir and lllter beds will tie then in a con- 
dition for use for all that remains now to 
be done Is to iinlsh putting the altering ma- 
terial hi the centre lllter bed. That the in- 
ter beds are now capable of turning oat 
clear, palatable water, free of Impurities, Is 
shown by samples taken last week from the 
west lilter bed, Into which water was turn- 
ed a few days ago. Victorians would not 
recognize the clear, colorless liquid as the 
water they laid been used to drink— it does 
not look natural. However, there still r 
mains soiucthnlg to he done before Victoria 
can i-ean the benefit of all the expenultur 
of tlie past few years 011 the wutenvorki 
la all SloO.lHIli has been expended since I 
JVI18 resolved ill 180-1 that the city should 
have filtering beds and a new reservoir 
The end of April will see the last of this, 
and It Is estimated by the cltv engineer 
that It will take $15,000 more to put the 
linishlag touches on, so that by Che end of 
.Ii.ly Victoria may have clear, bright, lilter 
ed water to drink. 

The history of the waterworks for the 
Vast few years has been the subject of a 
gual deal of discussion, but with the end of 
all troubles 111 sight $15,000 Is not loo much 
to pay. 

Away hack In 1894 the city set aside 
S150.000 for the Improvement of the city 
drinking supply. Then competitive plans 
were called for the construction of lilter 
beds and a reservoir, Mr. Jorgensen being 
the successful competitor. Ills plans were 
submitted to eminent engineers la tile Bast, 
and the contract for construction was let in 
July, 1805. In July, 18911. the contractors 
Claimed the works were complete, and after 
a good deal of trouble between the contrac- 
tors and the city the works were tested hi 
December following and were found t< 
leak. Some further work was done by tin 
contractors, who again claimed that they 
had completed the'lr contract. Tne result of 
the mutter was that the corporation In 
August last decided to take the work over 
themselves and rectify the defects with the 
balance of the contract money not paid 
ver— about $25,000. The city engineer re- 
oiunieaded that to place the reservoir and 
filter beds In a workable condition there 
should be constructed a clay puddle em- 
bankment In front of the main dam wall, 
xteading hi height from hard bottom to 
about 2% teet higher than the sand surface 
In the niter beds,. all holes and cracks in 
the wall to be tilled with cement, and the 
of the wall to receive two coats of 
at; cast Iron pipes to be placed 
through the mala dam wall to convey water 
the lilter beds 111 order to prevent It 
luting throughout the porous concrete 
wall; the wist wall to be faced with brick 
in cement nine Inches thick, and other Im- 
provements made. This work has been In 

progress now and at th id of the month 

will be completed; besides, too. 11 brick 
tloor has been placed la the reservoir. The 
tillering material had to be removed from 
lllter beds and cleaned, as the water 
ill had leaked In had brought a lot of 
dirt with it. As has already been stated, 
lis Is now nearly completed. 
The reservoir has a capacity of live mil- 
lion gallons and from It the water flows 
Into the lilter beds, of which there are 
three, two to be In use at a time, so that 
the third may be cleaned without Inter- 
ference to the city water supply. 
Original] v It was Intended to leave the 
eservolr with clay sides, but It Is now 
onsldcrcd better on the advice of the city 
nglneer contained in a report presented 
last year that the. slopes of the reservoir 
hould be concreted, as this would better 
eep the water clean after coming from the 
lllter beds, than Would cloy sides. It has 
ICIl advised to have a wooden cover 
put over the reservoir, so as to prevent the 
formation of nlgui — better known to Irate 
householders as '•that nasty green -scum 
that ciaues through the pipes." To make 
these two Improvements will cost In the 
neighborhood of $1:1,0(111 It is estimated, for 
having the cover In view concrete footings 
wo feet square and set twenty-five feet 
part were set In the bottom of the reser- 
voir when the brick flooring was put In. 
Another Improvement It Is desired to make 
the providing of n waste weir to prevent 
the overflow of the mala dam by the lake 
In times of exceptional high water, nail It 
is also desired to- run an olf-take ditch so 
s to allow the reservoir to be emptied fur 
leaning purposes should It ever be needed, 
l'hls and the connection with the city

"A SHOUT AND EASY ROUTE." 

Mr. Coste, o£ the public works depart 
inent, is quoted as Raying that he has 
discovered a short and easy route for 
a railway front the British Columbia 
coast to Teslin lake. Particulars are 
not given, but we have little doubt that 
such ti route exists. In the mutter of 
distance, the starting point, on the Coast 
is of course essential. The shortest pos- 
sible route from Telegraph creel; ti 
British Columbia port would be one from 
the head of the Portland Canal. In a di- 
rect line this is about 140 miles. Th( 
statement was made several weeks ago 
to the Colonist l>y it gentleman who 
claimed to have had private sources of in 
formation, that the country from the 
head of Portland Canal to the valley he- 
hind the Coaat Range was by no means 
difficult We have not been able to verify 
this .statement, but it is indirectly corro- 
borated by the observation attributed to 
Mr. Coste. 

If this is correct then the total dis- 
tance from the British Columbia Coast 
to Teslin lake would not much, if any. 
exceed 800 miles. Much has been said 
ii. the States about the deviation from a 
direct line which the line would have 
to follow through the interior, some peo- 
ple going ho far as to say that it would 
increase the distance to at least TOO 
miles. This is absurdly large. A ten 
per cent, allowance for curvature is the 
maximum upon which railway projectors 
estimate and there is no reason to sup- 
pose it will be any greater in the portion 
of the province now under consideration. 

While we would like to have more in- 
formation about the short and easy 
route which Mr. Coste is alleged to have 
discovered, and while it is preposterous 
to say that his brief visit to the North 
puts him in a position to speak authori- 
tatively from personal observation, we 
believe there is substantial ground for 
-saying that (he distance from the Coast 
to the lake is not likely to exceed -100 
miles and may be considerably less.

We protest that, the voters of Brit- 
ish Columbia expect something else of 
their representatives than mere time-kill 
ing and look for more from them than i 
display of their ability to keep awake 



FRUITLESS OBSTRUCTION. 

During the course of the debate on the 
Redistribution bill in the early hours of 
yesterday Mr. Kellie, whpn told that he 
was talking against time, said that there 
was nothing else to talk about. Later in 
the morning Mr. Vedder, also of the op- 
position, said what was before the house 
was simply a question of physical en- 
durance, and he added that the govern- 
ment would find the opposition able to 
hold out the longest. These two ob- 
servations very correctly describe the 
•tactics by which the opposition was able 
'to keep the house in session from 12 p.m. 
-on TuQBday until .'! p.m. on Wednesday. 
There was nothing in the bill to discuss, 
so all the opposition members could do 
was to talk against time and they trust- 
ee 1 to be able to tire out the government 
and thus achieve not the defeat of the 
measure, but an adjournment of the 
debate over until another day. They 
knew before the discussion, if it may be 
dignified with that name, had proceeded 
nr. hour that the bill would ultimately 
be carried, but they were willing to 
waste hours in pointless chatter for no 
other purpose than to give annoyance 
to the ministry and its supporters. Dur- 
ing the whole twenty-four hours that the 
committee sat there was not advanced by 
the opposition a single proposition which 
had not been met and answered on the 
motion for the second reading. The bill 
could readily have been disposed of in 
three or four hours at the outside, so 
far as any arguments advanced by Mr. 
Setnlin and bis followers were con- 
cerned. 

To characterize the conduct of. the op- 
position too strongly is quite impos- 
sible. It was disgraceful to those who 
planned it am 1 to those who carried it 
out, and both those who were responsible 
for its Initiation and those who aided 
and abetted it tire discredited in public 
opinion as well by the plan itself as by 
its ridiculous fiasco. What opinion can 
the people form of men, who will delib- 
erately waste hours in chatter, as Idle 
a?i the rattling of a weather vane and of 
infinitely less value? What earthly 
purpoMQ did these obstructionists sup- 
pose they were serving by their conduct? 
•Success sometimes justifies other- 
wise indefensible tactics or at 
least. ia some degree . palliates 
them. Failure makes even a well 
meant scheme look ridiculous and when 
it follows upon conduct, which is in itself 
reprehensible, stamps those, whose ef- 
forts its crowns, with ignominy and dis- 
grace. When we say that the opposition 
by their recent course' have given the 
Strongest possible evidence of their un- 
fitness for responsibility, we state what

M ODE UN HEROISM. 

There is nothing finer in (he develop- 
ment of our modern civilization than 
hospital work and the profession of self 
ing. For many years the self-saeriiiciiu 
lives of the Roman Catholic sisterhoods 
have been the admiration of Christen- 
dom, and the labors performed and the 
risks run by the trained professional 
nurses, who have come to play so large a 
part ia the life of to-day, are quite ttf 
heroic even though done for wages 
We think none the less of the deeds of 
our soldiers and sailors, because they 
receive pay for their services. Men and 
women must live, and heroism may b 
and in thousands of cases is exhibifei 
by those who are careful to stipulat 
what their pay is to be and prompt in 
collecting it when the labor has been 
pel formed. The four ladies, who arc 
going North to do nursing in the Yuk 
valley, will be paid for their work, but 
the spirit which they exhibit in goiirg is 
altogether admirable and deserving of 
recognition. 

The work of church sisterhoods has 
the inspiration which comes from i 
sense of religious duty. It is now, al 
ways has been and doubtless always will 
be, one of the most potent agencies in th 
world for the alleviation of pain and 
suffering. All honor to those enga 
ill it. There can be nothing more noble 
than their consecration to duty. But 
we will not be misunderstood when we 
say that the mission of the professional 
paid nurse is in its own peculiar way 
equally worthy of praise, and perhat 
even more in keeping with the utilitarian 
spirit of the age. The trained nurse fol 
lows her calling as a means of earning a 
livelihood. She may have a stroll 
natural liking for it, or fondness may 
come with practice, as we "know it dot 
in other departments of industry. But 
be the case as it may, the trained nursi 
is not a devotee but a wage earner. Shi 
is one who, seeing the public have need 
of such services as she can render, quali 
lies herself for the task and engages in 
it, knowing that its fulfilment is attend- 
ed with risk and self-sacrifice. We ap- 
plaud the man who takes "the Queen's 
shilling," when the enemy is at the gate, 
and so we may rightly applaud the wo- 
men, who face the perils, anxieties and 
hardships of the nursing profession. It 
is to the honor of this generation that it 
has produced the trained nurse of the 
present day- 

Referring especially to the mission of 
the four representatives of the Victorian 
Order to the Yukon, we think we are 
justified in saying that it is heroic. These 
ladies have consented to be banished 
from their home's for three years, to un- 
dertake arduous work under peculiarly 
arduous circumstances. They will re- 
ceive for their services for that period 
$1,200, which is paltry compensation for 
what they will have to undergo. They 
set out for the North as a sort of forlorn 
hope and will carry with them the hearty 
sympathy of the whole community. Not- 
withstanding what has been said to the 
contrary, we believe the mission is a 
wise out?. Statements have been made 
to the effect that it is unsafe to send 
women to the Yukon as nurses. On 
this point we venture a prophecy, namely 
that so far as their treatment at the 
bauds of the miners is concerned, these 
ladies will be as safe in any part of the 
Yukon as in the most respectable family 
oii do in Canada. Rough men have gone 
North, but beneath the roughest exterior 
there is concealed almost always n chiv- 
alry towards women, that exhibits itself 
in emergencies, and life on the Yukon 
is one long emergency. 

There is, however, some personal risk 
and a certainty of toil, anxiety, discom- 
fort and possibly privation attending the 
mission upon which these ladies are 
about to engage. But the work is neces- 
sary. The presence of women' beside 
(he sick bed or the couch of the dying is 
one of the greatest agencies of civiliza- 
tion. The Golden North needs the in- 
fluence of women, nnd Canada is to be 
congratulated that volunteers have come 
forward for the pioneer work.

They do not in the 
least fear the long trip they have be- 
fore them, or the hard life of a rough 
mining camp, although they appreciate 
the fact that life will not. be quite as 
comfortable as they have been used to. 
They will accompany the troops which, 
an? being sent to the interior by the Do- 
minion government, so that they will be 
well taken c'are of on the trip. It was 
expected that a start would be made im- 
mediately, but advices received yester- 
day are to the effect that, the troops 
will not leave Ottawa until next week. 
The nurses therefore have a couple of 
days to spend in the coast'eities witif- 
ing for their escorts. They left for Van- 
couver this morning and expect to re- 
turn to Victoria for a few days before 
going north. 

Yesterday "heir time was well oc- 
cupied. Lunching with the Bishop 
and Miss Pe.-.'iu, they returned to Gov- 
ernment House where they were the 
gueSts of honor at a reception, attended 
by a large number of ladies and gentle- 
men interested in charitable movements. 
It was arranged that each of the nurses 
should "say a few words," but they 
backed down when they saw the size of 
the audience, and to Miss Fenton was 
left the duty of delivering an address. 
She was fully equal .to the, occasion, 
and delivered a most interesting little 
talk on the Victorian Order of Nurses. 

The movement to send four nurses of 
the Victorian Order to Dawson was 
started by Lady Aberdeen, in fact the 
Governor-General is bearing most of the 
expenses, paying tin; salaries of the 
young ladies for one year. The govern- 
ment has undertaken to transport them 
to Dawson and see that they do not 
suffer from "a shortage of provisions." 
In return for the assistance rendered by 
the government the nurses will attend 
any of the infantry, police of officials 
who may need their services. For a 
time they will be stationed at Fort Sol- 
kirk, where there is said to be a build- 
ing that, can be utilized as a hospital, 
The nurses cannot accept remuneration 
from their patients anything tendered 
must be handed over to Miss Powell, 
who will forward it to Ottawa. 

Miss Fenton received permission from 
the government to accompany the ex- 
pedition, and there is little doubt, that 
her company will be appreciated by both 
the nurses and soldiers, as she possesses 
a faculty of being of assistance and add- 
ing life to any party of which she is a 
member. The party will go in by the 
Stikine route. As the infantry will 
probably spend several days on the coast 
it has been -uggested that they be in- 
vited to visit Victoria. No doubt the 
question of transportation could he ar- 
ranged.

WEDNESDAY. April 27, 
The British Columbia legislature after 
being in continuous session for twenty- 
four hours— the longest sitting ill the 
history of the province— has practically 
disposed of the Redistribution bill. 
It bus been a war of brawn, not of bruin, 
that the opposition has endeavored to 
play, and the close of the buttle sees the 
government strengthened, Premier Tur- 
ner and his supporters having simply re- 
served their strength and allowed the op- 
position to deplete their stores of verbal 
ammunition. The all-night sitting was a 
dull though an eventful one. No new ar- 
gument or even display of forensic power 
broke the monotony of the waste of 
words. The interest of the session was 
altogether in its uniqueness as a talk 
against time. 

At 12:45 a.m. Mr. Keltic roused the 
members by moving that the chairman 
.leave the chair. This caused the ringing 
up oit the members' bell, and the weary 
parliamentarians llonted in from lobbies 
and dining room to he greeted with 
laughter and the slamming of desks. 
Mr. Keltic's. attempt to kill the bill was 
promptly voted down, and the committee 
sat on. 

At 1:30 there was another reviver in 
the shape of a motion to defer considera- 
tion of the section, but the members 
were again lulled back to rest by Mr. 
Forstor reading a full volume of statis- 
tics, and when Mr. Sword followed in 
the same strain his remarks were ciose 
punctuated by the snores of 1ialr a dozen 
members peacefully slumbering in their 
chairs. 

When Mr. Kennedy rose at 2:15 to ad- 
dress the house, Dr. Walkem pointed to 
the industrious (dock, and favored the 
weary house with an imitation of the 
(Mowing of the cock. This moved Mr. 
Kellie to inquire what kind of a rooster 
the member for South Nunaimo thought 
he was any way; and as he sat down he 
was bonnetted by a skilfully thrown 
waste basket in retoit. The return shot 
from the stalwart member for South 
Kootenay was not so true, and merely 
disturbed the slumber of Mr. Stoddurt, 
of Lillooet, who sat next. 

There was nothing now said— the op- 
position reiterated the stock arguments 
and phrases used during the day, while 
the government members settled them- 
selves comfortably in their chairs and 
allowed their opponents to do all the 
talking. 

At .'? a.m. the only apparent change in 
the situation ■ was that, the opposition 
orators were failing in voice, and a few 
minutes later Mr. Braden (Victoria City) 
rose to complain to the Chair that his 
rest was being disturbed by the slumber 
toned of the member for East Lillooet 
who reclined gracefully against the radi- 
ator where it was nice and wiinn. 

Even the .sound of their own voices 
palled upon the opposition apparently, 
but settled for siege, the government 
members were deaf to the entreaties of 
Mr. A'edder to provide "a little variety." 

At 3:30 a.m., after another of the 
runny motions to adourn had been voted 
down. Dr. Walkem directed attention to 
ml" 828 of May, which provides that 
where a member in committee makes te- 
dious repetitions, the chairman may ask 
a discontinuance. There bad been, ho 
said, reiterations upon reiterations of the 
same old yarn, and he would respectfully 
direct the attention of the chairman to 
the rule. 

This, of course, produced discussion, 
am: to bring the matter to a focus, Mr. 
Hume moved again Hint tin 1 chair be 
vacated. 

Air. Huff, who was temporarily in the 
chair, ruled that the motion itself was 
a needless repetition, and declined to 
put it. 

Mr. Forstor claimed that the house 
rules provided that such a motion was 
always in order. 

Dr. Walkem maintained the right of 
the chairman lo exercise his common 
sense, also arguing for the application 
of the rule of May. 

Premier Turner moved that the chair 
be sustained. 

Immediately three or four of the op- 
position speakers were on the floor, and 
confusion reigned while half u dozen 
simultaneously essayed debate, 

Hon. Mr. Turner argued that it was 
plain that when the house rule was 
abused by repetition upon repetition the 
rules of May applied. The rules adopt- 
ed by the house in l.N!).'i had the provision 
in them thut May applied where the 
house rules were silent and it was per- 
fectly clear to him that the present case 
was in point. 

Finally Mr. Forstor varied the motion 
to one that the committee rise, report 
progress and ask leave to sit again. 
Thin was voted down, and at -1:30 the 
committee settled down once more lo the 
monotony of the opposition talk.

morning paper came; but Mr. Sword, re- 
inforcing himself with ancient files, pro- 
ceeded to quote lengthy extracts on for- 
mer redistributions, while deaf to nil, 
Mr. Graham (who had been one of the 
busiest talkers through the day) slept 
soundly with head on deck, peacefully 
oblivious to the desk shimming initiated 
by his neighbor, Mr. Forstor, for his 
especial benefit. 

Thinks became strangely quiet in the 
grey of the morning, fully half the mem- 
bers sleeping soundly. At last, the Pre- 
mier who had stood it out all afternoon 
and night, put his head back on the 
shoulder of one of bis colleagues, and 
slept well. 

At <i:15 a.m. Mr. A'edder moved the 
rising of the committee to report. The 
leader ,<>f the opposition spoke in favor 
of the motion, holding that no good could 
be accomplished by a prolongation of the 
battle of words. 

Hon. Col Raker retorted: "It is not out 
fault, but yours." 
•Mr. Vedder's motion was crusheu. 

At 7:45 a.m. another attempt was 
made by the opposition to have the com- 
mittee rise; but thin motion shared the 
fate of its predecessor. 

As the hands of the clock pointed to 
9:30 Air. Forstor once again made the 
motion. 

Major Mutter, who had relieved the 
chairman temporarily, declined to put 
the motion, holding that it had already 
been offered so often as to have become 
abuse of the rnles of the house. The 
question hud already been settled, lie 
aid, in answer to the protests of the 
opposition, 
Air, Forstor questioned the ruling. 
"I think the Chair ought to liuve some 
consideration for the dignity of. the 
ouse," said Air. Kellie, "and if you 
refuse to put the question we'll Have to 
fire you and get some one in the chair 
that will." 

"Shortly before o'clock Hon, Col. 
Raker rose to say that, he had listened 
patiently all night to what the opposit- 
ion hail Trad to say, but not a single argu- 
ment had they advanced against the bill. 
There were four important factors which 
had to be considered in the framing of 
such a measure, and care had to be 
taken that with the rapid increase of 
population and its fluctuation no part 
of the province was disfranchised.. The 
four fnctors he referred to were area 
population, density or population and 
facility of communication. Cassiar had 
an enormous urea with a considerable 
population, ee.-taiii to be materially in- 
creased. It was therefore considered 
that this district should have one extra 
member. In Vancouver the factor of 
density of population applied, for the 
number of voters there had reached a 
pur with Victoria's, mid it was only 
right to add one member there. In join- 
ing a portion of East Yale witli Ross- 
land the factor to be considers was 
facility of communication, for within a 
very short time the building of a railway 
between Itosslhnd and Boundary Creek 
would give facility of communication 
and taking into consideration the com- 
munity of Interest it was believed best 
to join them in one district. At Nelson 
while there was considerable density of 
population there was also plenty of com- 
munication avenues, not rail but water, 
which was open all winter. That dis- 
trict had therefore been left with one 
member. East Kootenay had been di- 
vided into north and south ridings for 
want of identity of interests. This was 
the principle governing the bill, an I 
wliile the opposition hnd talked for 
hours, they had advanced no good argu- 
ment against the bill. 

Air. Forster claimed that the provin- 
cial secretary had ignored all the four 
factors he had enumerated, in respect 
to Lillooet, Esquimnlt, North and South 
Victoria, and in other districts which 
were over-represented according to popu- 
lation, while in Cassiar they intended to 
give representation to muskegs and 
mountains und disregard all factors but 
area. Air. Forster continued to repeat 
what had already been argued several 1 
times during the preceding l.curs. 

There was a little spat soon after- 
wards between Dr. Walkem and Air. Gor- 
ton, the former gentleman objecting 
that Air. Cotton was trying to discuss 
the principle of the bill, and endeavor- 
ing to talk to the galleries, pointing to 
three or four ladies who in their early 
morning walk had dropped in to set? lio,v 
the debate was progressing. 

It was exactly 9:30 a.m. when Mr. 
Macpherson rose and began to quote 
poetry ' apropos "the long und dreary 
watches of the night" — a temporary di- 
version being caused by Air. Kidd sud- 
denly withdrawing the chair on which 
the slumbering member for South Nanni- 
mo hud placed his feet— with the sub- 
sequent pursuit by the member for 
South Nauaimo and recovery of' the 
chair. 

At 10:30 Air. Sword moved that sec- 
tion 2 be laid over — the. motion again 
failing to carry. ' Another discussion 
arose on remarks made by Air. Sword 
at 11:30, 

Dr. Walkem who was temporarily in 
the chair ruling that the remarks on sec- 
tion 2 were a repetition and simply ob-

chiilr 'to call in the ineinbers and the 
bell was rung. 

As soon as the members were In their 
places the chair put the amendment; 

The opposition protested against this, 
saying that Mr, Kellio's motion that, the 
chairman leave the chair should ho put, 
and that the object of asking. that the 
members bo called in was to appeal to 
them on the ruling out of Mr. Kellio's 
motion. 

The chairman persisted that he had 
put the question properly and that the 
.ringing of the boll was to bring in the 
members to vote on the amendment and 
not on Mr. Kellio's motion "that the 
chairman do leave the chair." 

He culled for the ayes and nays, and 
declared the utnSudmeut lost. 

Mr. Kennedy objected that the motion 
was not properly put by the chair as 
the members hud not boon asked throe 
times if they wore ready for the ques- 
tion! 

The chairman ruled that there was no 
necessity for doing this. He had put 
the .question, properly and could allow 
no further debntCrOii it. 

Mr. Kennedy— "Will you say you 
properly put the. question?',' 

The Chair— "Yes." 

Mr. Kennedy— "1 say not." 

Mr. Cotton. Mr. Williams and other 
opposition members protested and after 
some argument it was decided to appeal 
to the house. 

Mr. Speaker was called in ami the. 
question was discussed at length, decid- 
ed difference of: views being shown. 

Hr. Walkem stated his case and the 
opposition took tie same stand they had 
in 'committee and accused the member 
of South Nannimo of having acted un- 
fa iiiy. 

Dr. Walkem retorted that his conduct 
had boon more honorable than that of 
one member who had hurled epithets at 
him while he was in the chair. That 
member, ono'of the opposition, had taken

Mr. Keilie asked for the name.

I In the case of Citssiar electoral 
district, the collector forthwith, upon re- 
ceipt of the certificate in the previous 
sub-section mentioned, place the name 
of the applicant npon the registrar with- 
out any evidence of the length of time 
he has resided within the dictrict.". Ho 
said that in reference to this section it. 
had been hurled across the house by the 
opposition members that the government 
had introduced in for their own advan- 
tages. Ho would assure the lion, gentle- 
men that the draftsmen of the bill had 
no such idea in their beads. Their de- 
sire was to conserve to those who wore 
registered voters in other parts of the 
province and who had loft their homes 
to go to Citssiar to assist in the develop- 
ment of that groat country their rights 
of franchise.

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Wen and 11 omen of IniHit Who Strive to 
Conquer tho Lower Nature. 

Besides Hindoo orVedio metaphys- 
ics, there are systems in India not based 
on tbo Vedas and Upanishads, and 
thereforo classed as heterodox by the 
Vedists. These are the Buddhist and 
Jain systoms. Much has been written 
and -spoken' ou Buddhism, but very little 
ou Juinisni. 

Jain (or, more properly speaking, 
•Jaiua) means a follower cf Jina, which 
ds a generic term applied to those per- 
sons (men and women) that have con- 
quered tho lower uaturo — passion, 
hatred and tho like — and brought into 
prominence the highest. Tbo Jain phi- 
losophy, therefore, bases its doctrine on 
the absolute necessity (for the realization 
of truth) of ioonqueriny tho lower na- 
ture. To tho undeveloped or iusuflicient- 
ly developed observer, it is the conquer- 
ing of tho lower nature; to the fully 
developed, it is tho realization of tho 
(perfect. 

There lived many such .Tinas in the 
.past, and many will doubtless yet be 
'born. The philosophy of tho Jains there- 
fore is not essentially fonnded on any 
• particular writing or external revela- 
tion, but ou tho unfoldment of spiritual 
consciousness, the -birthright of every 
soul. 

Tho Jain philosophy teaches that tho 
nuiversu — tho totality of realities — is 
iufinito in space and eternal in time, 
but the same universe, considered from 
the standpoint of the manifestations of 
tho different realities, is finito in space 
and nonoterual in time. Particular parts 
of the universe have their cyclic laws 
corresponding to the laws of evolution 
and involution. At certain periods ar- 
hats, or great masters (saviors of man- 
kind), nre born, who, through love, sac- 
rifice of tho lower nature (not of the 
real self) and wisdom, teach tho true 
doctrino. Referring to that part of the 
world known as Bharata-Khaudia (In- 
dia), the last arhat, Mahavira, was 
born 598 B. C, in a town called Kun- 
dagrama, in tho territory of 'Videlui. 
He lived 72 years and reached moksha 
(the perfect condition) in 52(1 B. C. 

Tho Jain philosophy also teaches that 
each soul.(atman) is n separate individ- 
uality, uncreated uud eternal in exist- 
ence; that each individual soul has lived 
from timo 'Without begiuning in some 
embodied state, evolving from tho low- 
er to tho higher condition through the 
law of karma, or cause and effect; that 
so long as the karnias (forces generated 
in previous lives) have not beon fully 
worked out it has, after physical death, 
to form another body, until through 
evolutionary processes it unfolds its ab- 
solute purity. Its full perfection is then 
manifested. This perfection of tho indi- 
viduality is the Jain Nirvana, or muk- 
ti. The individuality is not merged into 
anything, neither is it annihilated. The 
process <gf this development, or salva- 
tion, may bu said simply to consist in 
right realization, right knowledge and 
right life, the dotails of which are many. 

Personality is changing every mo- 
ment. Tho individuality is for every 
moment tho particular stage of unfold- 
ment of tho ego itself and is conse- 
quently the bearer of tho sins and sor- 
rows, pleasures and enjoyments, of 
mundane life. In absolute perfection 
this bearing nature is thrown off like a 
husk, and tho ego dwells in diviuo and 
eternal bliss. It is not destroyed, nor is 
it merged into another ego or in a su- 
preme being, and if tho question be 
masked whether in this state of mukti 
i(deliverauee) there is one ego or a plu- 
rality of egos I. would answer in tho 
words of tho Jain master: "That atmau 
iby which I experienced myself uud my 
essence through self realization — that I 
am; neither masculine, feminine nor 
neuter, neither one, two nor many." 

ThoVedauta metaphysics teach thpt 
salvation comes through knowledge (of 
Brahman). It is not the potential Liat 
through effort and conquest becomes the 
actual, and wo are further taught that 
,that which is is real now. Ou tho other 
band, Jainietn teaches that from tho 
ideal and transcendental standpoint you 
are Brahman, but its oternality, the 
real mukti, comes from work and 
knowledge together, not from one alone. 
Through work and knowledge, Jaiuism 
says, tho individual develops and un- 
foids tho potential. Therefore the state- 
ment, "I am Brahman " would bo in- 
terpreted by a Jain to mean I am Brah- 
man only inherently or in embryo ; I 
have tho capacity or tho actual possibil- 
ity of Brahman ; what I am implicitly 
must become explicit. There is a vast 
difference between the implicit and the 
explicit. Those who do not recognize 
this difference would never make an at- 
tempt to become rational and free. — 
Virchand R. Gandhi in Mind. 



New York tho Railroad Center. 

"Reasoning Out a Metropolis" is the 
title of an article in St. Nicholas, writ- 
ton by Ernest Ingersoll. Mr. Iugersoll 
says: Railroads began to bo built about 
18.10, and tho New Yorkers wore soon 
pushing them out in all directions, sup- 
plying tho money for extending them 
farther and farther north and west and 
connecting them into long systems con- 
trolled by ouo head. Other men in othor 
eitios did the same, but by and by it 
was seen that no railroad between tho 
central west and east could succcod in 
competition with its rivals unless it 
reachod Now York. The great trunk 
roads, built or aided by the Baltimore 
men to sijrve their city, and by tho 
Philadelphia people to bring trade to 
them, and by the capitalists of Now 
England for their profit, never succeed- 
ed, thereforo, until they had boon push- 
ed on to Now York, where the volume 
of commerce was coming to bo as great 
as or greater than that of all .the other 
American ports put together. Now New 
York has become the real headquarters 
of every important railway system in 
tho United Statoa ; that is, it is here; 
that the financial operations — tho money, 
part of the . management— are conduct- 
ed, though tho superintendents of its 
trains and daily business may keep their 
oflices somewlifire else. 



ENGLISH PRISONS. 

lifforts Being Made to Improve Their 
Condition— The Evils That Are 
to Be Abated. 

In all probability some bettering of tho 
present conditions in English prisons will 
come from tho bill to Unit end now 
pending in the House of Commons. If 
its provisions be as scanty in theory 
and as uncertain in practical working as 
some of the ardent advocates of prison 
reform allege, it is none the less a stej 
in advance in the face of much opposi- 
tion and indifference, and it has at least 
provoked the widest and warmest (lis 
cusslon in years of the management of 
English prisons. 

For long a sort of veil of mystery 
has hung over them. The home odlce 
which is responsible for the system went 
its way. leaving its subordinates in the 
actual charge of the convicts to go theirs 
which was almost always the hard and 
narrow path of routine. The few voices 
that cried out for change were accounted 
those of sentimentalists, to pass unheed- 
ed by practical men. It was not until 
knowledge of penal methods on the 
tincnt and in America began to make 
some impression on the English public 
mind, and until various judges of the 
higher courts interested themselves in 
the matter, that even a royal commis- 
sion was appointed to investigate the 
management of the prisons and to sug- 
gest reforms. Even then the commis- 
sion was commonly regarded as a con- 
cession to sentimentality, and the ap- 
proved parliamentary means of shelving 
an intricate and controversial question 
until the government was really ready 
to undertake u solution. 

The testimony, however, that the com- 
mission had gathered and the conclus- 
ions that it reached revealed methods so 
mistaken in purpose and so inadequate 
in result that it quickened the interest 
of moderate-minded men, who have grad- 
ually compelled the government to act- 
ion. Tin? result has been the bill that, 
with various modifications, is likely to 
become law during the present session. 

The vital weakness of the English 
prison system, as it now exists, is its 
failure to make any classification of con- 
victs. It is only comparatively recently 
that any serious attempt has been made 
to separate first offenders from more or 
less hardened criminals; while the ming» 
ling of convicts sentenced for some of- 
fense that involves little or no moral 
turpitude, and those punished for hein- 
ous crimes, still continues. The pending 
hill provides for a definite classification 
of prisoners, for various steps toward 
the reformation of juvenile offenders — 
though in nowise on the scale of Elmira 
or of Concord— and for the diminution 
of sentences by good conduct. It pro- 
vides likewise for a partial lifting of 
the veil that, has shut off the prisons 
from even that small portion of the 
world that cares to inquire into the con- 
duct of them. Henceforth, if the bill 
becomes a law, official and non-oflicial 
visitors will inspect them with a thor- 
oughness that ha.s never been attempted 
before. The home office will still make 
(he rules that directly govern the rout- 
ine of each prison, hut parliament may 
amend them at its pleasure. In fact, it 
is upon these that tin.' good results of 
(he contemplated changes will largely 
depend, and only by constant pressure 
upon the permanent officials of the home 
Office and the prisons are they likely 
to be achieved. Their intentions are 
doubtless excellent enough, but their re- 
spect for systems weakens them. In 
their eyes, whatever is, is right, or at 
least easiest. 

With them, however, will rest any 
bettering in the quality and the quality 
Of the food now served to convicts, any 
improvement in the sanitary conditions 
of the prisons and any lessening of the 
isolation that is how in force. These 
matters, raiiier than tin? essential reform 
of the bill— the classification of prison- 
ers—have £E££niuch.' occupied the atten- 
tion of the house and of the newspapers, 
and have given the opponents of all re- 
form needless weapons. Some of the 
Isish members, for example, who have 
served sentences for purely political of- 
fenses and yet been treated as common 
criminals, have recalled bitterly the 
hardships that they endured, less in ad- 
vocacy of the classification that would 
have bettered their lot than of amelior- 
ation of the treatment of all prisoners. 
Oscar Wilde, who suffered still more 
keenly from the prevailing discipline, 
has supplemented his "Ballad of Read- 
ing Gaol" with letters, public and pri- 
vate, that have been unexpectedly illum- 
inating and temperate in tone. For 
obvious reasons, however, the advocacy 
of Mr. Wilde does not strengthen any 
cause. Neither does that, of Mr. G. B. 
Shaw, whom no one takes at nil seri- 
ously, or of the Saturday Review or of 
the Daily Chronicle, which has shrieked 
over so many fads that when it has 
reason for outcry no one heeds it. Their 
point, of view, the opponents of all 
change are loudly declaring, is very far 
removed from that of the average' Bri- 
tish criminal, who is a pretty hardened 
offender and who is sometimes insen- 
jble to all correction but physical hard- 
ship. He is not to be jllcjged. they Bay, 
by the standards of men accustomed to 
the amenities or life. Therefore, the old 
way is the best, and any amelioration 
of present conditions is pure sentiment- 
ality. Even they, however, in their 
more logical moments; admit that the 
elassiiication of prisoners is a question 
apart from details of food, sanitary con- 
ditions and isolation. They criticise 
rather than oppose the pending bill. The 
government, meanwhile, is trying to 
steer a middle course between the two 
extremes and at least to secure the sep- 
aration of first from hardened offend- 
ers, and to prepare the way for the bet- 
tering of the domestic economy of pris- 
oners. To accomplish this will be no 
small victory over the seated conservat- 
ism of English opinion in such matters 
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huai uf these single line pictures Is 
broken up nuo polnis by means or the

LONG RANGE VISION'S. 

An Invention to Bring Into View Scenes

One of the most Interesting features of 
the Paris exposition of 1IKR) should he Heir 
Szczopunlk's apparatus, by nnjnns of which 
actual scenes are made visible to people 
hundreds of miles away from, the spot 
says ii London letter in the New York Sua. 
The objects are to be reproduced In all 
their varieties of color, light and shade, 
and every phase of movement Is to be rep- 
resented. 

Herr Szszepauk calls his apparatus the 
'•(electroscope" because It readers objects 
Visible In their natural colors at a distance 
by moans of electricity. From tho Inven- 
tor's representative lu London the follow- 
ing particulars have been gathered as to 
the method of transmission; 

The picture Is broken up into a number 
of points. Each point Is reflected in mir- 
rors and the reflected ray of light is con- 
verted into an electric current, which can 
be transmitted any distance. At the re- 
ceiving end the current is again trans- 
formed Into the corresponding ray of light. 
This rny of light Is reflected in mirrors 
and the reflection thrown upon a screen. 
Now, It follows that If all the polnis of a 
picture nre taken In very rapid succession 
the resultant reflection will be the entire 
picture.

"I don't know," he replied; "the 
doctors did not examine the wound closely 
today, but tue board will decide soon, 1 
expect, whether I will be lit to finish my 
time. But I am 1 afraid I will not be fit." 
With much modesty/ uud even reluctance, , 
Flndlater afterwards told me about his 
part In tbaifainous charge. At first he at- 
tempted to. belittle the whole affair. 
Piper Mime,", he said, "did a lot." 
1 have no doubt he did; but 1 would 
like you to tell me about yourself. By the 
way, how many Gordon pipers were pres- 
ent?" 

Six, I think. There were Kidd, MHne, 
AVills, Fraser, Walker and myself. Wt- 
were all together when the Colonel made 1 
the speech In which he said the Gordons 
were to take the hill.

under me, and as a result my pipes slid off 
my shoulder. But I .managed to keep on 
playing so as to cheer on the other fellows. 
I got my back against a stone, and that 
helped me wonderfully.". ■ ■ •■ 

"Have you any idea of the length of time 
you played after you fell? Would it be 10- 
mlnutes7" 

"I could not tell you exactly, but rthlnle 
I played about five minutes. Then I sick- 
ened with the pain and had to stop." 

"Y'ou lay there, I suppose, till the 
charge was over, with the Afridl bullets 
flying about you?" i . 

"Yes; but I was not thinking about 'the 
bullets or anything else. I was faint.- Af- 
ter the hill was taken I was carried to the- 
lield hospital with the other wounded, and 
later on we were conveyed to the: base." 

"When did you hear of the stir your con- 
duct had caused?" 

"Oil, It was about ten days after the 
charge. Some of the ollicers spoke to me 
about it, and some time before the New 
Year Colonel Mnthias came to me and soldi 
ho was going to put me in' for the Vic- 
toria Cross." • ' • •«» • . 

Before leaving, I asked a question or two 
about the kind of bullet which the Afildls i 
used at Dnrgui. , 

"Were they Duni-Dum bullets?" 

Fbidlnter replied that he for one was not 
wounded by a Duni-Dum bullet. Had It 
been a Dum-Dnm, part of his leg would 
have been torn nway. He believed the 
tribesmen were using Snlders. It was only 
when they cut up the Northamptoins that 
they obtnlned the Duin-DuniB, and that 
was after Dargui was stormed.

With steamship agencies arid irmnage- 
u*c<irts preparations for the opening of 
t.livigntibn 011 the Stikine and Yukon 
rivers lire rapidly taking form. The 
O. P. R. company, which owing to its 
wide connections, can he taken somewhat 
is 11 leader in their estimate as to trnf- 
lic likely to develop when the second rush 
Sets in, has been no way retarded in 
their preparations through the present 
temporary lull. Work 011 the very for- 
midable fleet of river bouts they are 
building for the Stikino is being for- 
warded with all haste. The first of these 
the steamer Hamlin, sailed on Monday 
and will be followed by others in the 
very near future. l.t is expected that 
the Hamlin will sail 011 her first trip up 
stream on May 1. In conjunction with 
this move the company will give the 
magnificent steamier Tartar dispatch for 
northern ports to-day. She will be here 
from Vancouver in the afternoon and 
will be given as little delay as possible. 
This will be the second visit of the big 
sliip to port and as she is a handsome 
craft more modern in many respects than 
even the lOmpresses, she doubtless will 
be a strong .drawing card to the ocean 
docks. Her agents state that they have 
a good list of freight and passengers 
booked for iier. At Wrangel as above in- 
ferred connections with river boats will 
be made luid freight anil passengers sent 
on to Gleiiora from which port there is 
but a short, portage before the chain of 
waters lending to the upper Yukon is 
reached. The Canadian Development 
company's steamers Victorian, Coluin 
biuu, Canadian and Monte Cristo will 
nlso be placed on the river as soon as 
possible and a particularly good oppor- 
tunity of -reaching Glenora without 
transfer or Other interruption will be 
afforded iiassengers leaving on these ves- 
sels 

Next week will see the first to sail, the 
Victorians being now about ready 
for the long voyage on sea and river. 
After inaugurating their service these 
steamers will be operated exclusively 011 
the river and at Wrangel will make con 
nections with ocean going steamers 01 
different lines. The C. P. N. company'i 
l ew steel steamer now in course of con- 
struction and probably the Transfer, if 
business warrants, will likewise be plac- 
ed on the Stikine this coming month. 
■IMPORTANT AID TO NAVIGA- 
■ TION. 

After long consideration the American 
government has at hint decided to place 
a lightship off Flattery rocks. Accord- 
ing to ah .official report from Tort 
Townsend: On May 120th steam light 
vessel No. 07 will be established in 2? 
fathoms of water about 2% miles S.W 
: /s S. from the reef, marking off from 
Cape Alava, and about 4% miles south 
westerly of the cape. The vessel will 
show a fixed white light from each of a 
group of four lens lanterns encircling 
each masthead. In each lens lantern 
there will be a 100-cnndle power incan- 
descent electric light. The focal plane 
of the lights will be 55 feet above the 
sea, and the lights will be visible 12^ 
miles in clear weather. The vessel has 
flush deck, two masts, schooner rigged, 
and has 110 bowsprit; she has a smoke 
stack and n fog signal between tin 
masts. At each masthead, under the lens 
lanterns, there is a white circular gal- 
lery. The hull is painted red with 
"Umatilla Reef! in large black letters on 
ouch side, and "t!7" in black on each 
bow and each quarter. During thick 
foggy weather a 12-inch steam whistle 
will sound blasts of three seconds' dura- 
tion, separated by silent intervals of 27 
seconds. The approximate geographical 
position of the vessel, as taken from 
chart No. 0,265 of the United States 
coast and geodetic survey, is: Latitude 
north, IS.OU (4:1): longitude, west. 124.50 
(48). The lightship will bear 32% miles 
S.E. V t E.', easterly from Destruction is- 
land . light and 14% miles N. ^west- 
erly from Cape Flattery light. 

BECOMING ALAKMED. 

According to the Tacoma Ledger the 
Boston & Alaskan Steamsliip company 
has taken the first move towards safe- 
guarding their interests in the- Klondike 
tinde. The company has made applica- 
tion to the secretary of the navy for ma- 
chine guns, which it is intended to have 
placed on each of their six steamers run- 
ning between the Sound and St. Mich- 
ael's. The possibilities of a Spanish pri- 
vateer overhauling these merchant ves- 
sels find making them prisoners ns spok« 
on of in the Colonist some davs ago is 
now beginning to bo realized "by some 
of the American steamship owners and 
the effect on their Klondike business will 
be disastrous. 

MARINE NOTES. 

When the steamer City of Kingston 
Was docked at Quartermaster Harbor 
on Saturday it was found that it would 
take longer than anticipated to effect 
the necessary repairs, so it was decided 
to keep her in the dock for the rest of the 
week and give her a thorough overhaul- 
ing. In the meantime the North Paci- 
fic will make the daily run between 
\ ictoriti amf Tacoma. 

On her next down trip Ihe steamer 
AIM, which sailed North yesterday, wiU 
call hero for inspection. She was. at the 
outer wharf for about an hour early 
yesterday afternoon on her way to AIns- 
kan ports, with a small number of pas- 
sengers. ' 

The British steamship Alton en route 
to Vancouver from Japan called at Quar- 
antine yesterday. After undergoing in- 
spection she proceeded direct to Vancou- 
ver. 

The steamer City of Delhi was yes 
erday lowed in from the Royal Roads 
to the miter wharf, where she will Im- 
mediately begin discharging cargo. 

Ihe collfer Titania after undergoing an 
overhauling in the IOsQiiiim.lt dock, left 
for Nnnnimo yesterday to load coal for 
hau I lancisco. 



Mr. Justice Drake yesterday handed down 
his Judgment In the ease of Beer vs. the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company, a 
County ■court action for the recovery of a 
sewing machine. While the amount In- 
volved Is small, the decision Is Interesting 
as deciding whether a transportation com- 
pany shall act 011 the Instructions of the 
consignor or the consignee. The judgment 
Is to the effect that a vendor having de- 
livered the goods to a carrying company 
thereby vested the lights in the vendee. 

The facts of the case were that William- 
son Bros., of Los Angeles, shipped two 
packages of goods to Mrs. W. Beer, of tills 
city. Upon the arrival of the goods Mrs. 
Beer produced a receipt for three packages, 
and tin! local agent of the steamship com- 
pany, thinking there was an error, gave bel- 
li delivery order for three packages. Al- 
most Immediately the agent received a tele- 
gram instructing him only to deliver on the 
production of the original receipt. As she 
did not fiave the original receipt, this 
meant stoppage of dlellvery. Mrs. Beer 
gave up the delivery order and In a few 
days the goods complying with the receipt 
she had arrived and were delivered In due 
course. She desired possession of the sew- 
ing machine, but the agent took the ground 
that the non-production of the shipping re- 
ceipt Instilled him In refusing delivery and 
further held that Williamson Bros, claimed 
to own the goods. The- plaintiff replevied 
the goods, thus preventing the defendants 

from Interpleading In order to try the 

rights between Williamson Bros, and tin 
plaintiff. 

In giving judgment, Mr. Justice Drake 
said : 

"When goods nre sent by a vendor to a 
vendee the delivery to a carrier vests the 
property In the vendee, and he Is the per- 
son entitled to sue the carrier for the loss. 
The only right which remained In the con- 
signor was stoppage In transit, but this 
only arises when the consignee -Is bankrupt 
or Insolvent. An unpaid vendor has no 
such right of Btoppagc; he can always pro- 
tect himself by consigning the goods to his 
own order. In my opinion the defendant 
were entitled to full Indemnity owing to 
there being no bill of lading or 'shipping n 
eelpt produced by the consignee and no 
such Indemnity was offered to the defend 
nuts before the replevin proceedings wen 
Instituted. The plaintiff has therefore only 
proved a qualified right to the goods, tha't 
Is subject to indemnifying the defendants 
nnd payment of freight. On this being 
done there will he judgment for the plain- 
tiff,' without costs. If the plaintiff hail ten- 
dered the freight nnd a bond of Indemnify 
nnd the defendants had refused the same, 
the plaintiff would be entitled to costs of 
r.ction. If, on the other hand, the defend- 
ants hud Insisted 011 receiving a bond of In- 
demnify and payment of freight nnd had 
not raised an untenable objection they 
would have been entitled to costs."
